As soon as I left the office I started my Prop. 39 application. It 
makes much more sense after the session! 

I have a few questions regarding Tables 1-4: 

• Our first year model is designed for 120 students - 60 in Tk/K 
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and 60 in first grade. 

• What happens if the majority of our signatures are TK/K? (I'm 
striving REALLY hard to at least get 85 signatures) 

• Of 85 signatures, what if only 10-15 are for first grade? 

• Will LAUSD see that as a red flag and cause to reject our 
app?
